Kenmcky Crop Conditions.

The government crop bualletin for
Kentucky, 4ssuad under date of Sep-
tember 4th, says:

“Generally speaking, the week was
warm and dry. Some locallties were
favored with showers on the 31st, but
the State as a whole Is experiencing »
decided drouth. This is most severe in
the eastern and central portions, where
wuter for stock is becoming scarce in
sume places: in the western portion
mare favorable eonditions prevall.

Corn is dolng faily well and Is ma-
turing rapidly. Early fields are being
cut insome places and with warm, dry
weather the late corn will soon be safe
from frost. It is maturing and ripen-
ing too early for the best results.

Tobacceo has ripened somewhat pre-
maturely and is now being cut and
housed. There is complaint from some
localities that the lower leaves are
“firing"" badly, and some is belng cut
on this account.

Irish potatoes are generally reported
ta bea light crop. Apples are still
dropping badly and promise only a
very light crop of inferior quality.
Except in the western porfion, pas-
tures are in very poor condition, being
badly borned out by the hot, dry
weather.

There is a very general complaint of
damage by aimy worms. Pastures and
meadows have been Injured by them
and corn leaves badly eaten in some
sections.

Plowing for winter wheat has been
stopped in most localities by the dry
weather. Rain Is badly needed in near-
ly all portions of the State,
